“It’s 
difficult for kids to think about 
the future and the benefits it can 
hold. The most important thing 
is for all the ABC students to 
see what you can be after this 
program.” 

Whether students end up at 
Harvard, Brown or Yale, Patrick 
said, they will face the same 
question. 

“You'll find yourselves 
always asking if you are good 
enough,” Patrick said. “As an 
ABC student, you are better 
than good enough. You are 
ready.” 

For the past 16 years, Patrick 
has resided in Milton with his 
wife, Diane, and his two daugh- 
ters. He lives in a house that was 
once included along his paper 
route when he was a student at 
Milton Academy. Patrick con- 
tinues to regularly host ABC 
students in his own home.

Enterprising change beginning 


In new year, new role for historic High St. structure

Crews are finally set to begin 
renovating a downtown histori- 
cal retail building that will 
become the new location for 
Enterprise Bank. 

Bank officials said Tuesday 
that construction work will begin 
next week at 8 High St., which 
once housed the Punchard and 
later the Barnard families of 
Andover. 

The grand home needs a lot 
of work, but Robert Gelman, a 
senior vice president at Enter- 
prise, said its “architectural 
integrity” will be maintained. 

The home is listed in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places and Gelman said his bank 
appreciates the historic value of 
local buildings. 

“We know it’s listed in the 
Register and we keep that in 
mind with the type of renova- 
tions we do,” he said. “Our bank 
in downtown Lowell was similar 
and we kept its architectural 


integrity.” 

Andover Preservation Chair- 
woman Karen Herman has seen 
and approved the bank’s renova- 
tion plans and has called the 
home “among the cream of the 
crop” when it comes to historical 
landmarks in town. She was not 
available for comment on Tues- 
day, but has said in the past that 
she supports the bank’s 
makeover of the historic build- 
ing, which is known as “the Pun- 
chard House” in town history 
books. 

Plans call for keeping the 
grand center staircase. Four 
teller stations will be located on 
the first floor, and offices will be 
on the second floor. 

A back building, which for- 
merly housed the office of den- 
tist Kevin Bagnall, will be 
demolished as will a back addi- 
tion put on the home years ago. 
The demolition will make room 
for the required 30 parking 
spaces and two drive-up stations, 


Gelman said. One drive-up sta- 
tion will offer ATM services. 

“Inside there will be signifi- 
cant rehab,” Gelman said, “and 
we think we’ll be starting in 
about 10 days.” 

it’s been a long wait to get 
going on the project as the Plan- 
ning Board approved the new 
9,300 square-foot bank in Octo- 
ber 2004. A neighbor concerned 
about traffic issues appealed the 
board’s decision and the matter 
was heard in Massachusetts 
Land Court. 

Gelman said the appeal was 
withdrawn and construction 
plans got back on track. 

“We want to maintain a sig- 
nificant, permanent presence in 
Andover and the town has 
received us well and we’re 
pleased with that,” he said. 

The Bank’s current branch in 
Park Street Village will close 
when 8 High St. opens. Gelman 
said the bank on High Street is 
expected to open in late 2006.

“We plan to continue the tra- 
dition of fine dining at the inn 
with a slightly more relaxed 
feel,” said David Hiler, director 
of management services at the 
Vermont-based consulting com- 
pany.

He is also former chef of 
two other upscale Nantucket 
restaurants and used to work at 
another of the company’s inns, 


the Three Mountain Inn in Ver- 
mont. There, Hollinger helped 
the inn achieve an AAA Four 
Diamond rating and contributed 
to the inn earning a Wine Spec- 
tator Award of Excellence. 

Hiler said the new Andover 
Inn will offer a bistro 
menu in its pub. The 
new operators will 
also make changes to 
the inn’s breakfast and 
lunches, giving it a 
bistro feel. 

The inn will also 
introduce a business 
box lunch, “a quick 
elegant and affordable 
lunch” targeting local 
businesses and faculty 
of Phillips Academy. 

“While we don’t have any 
experience doing Dutch Indone- 
sian Rijsttafel (a current inn spe- 
cialty), we do have a chef who is 
very accomplished in Indian 
cuisine and we plan on doing 
different ethnic food nights each 
month,” said Hiler.

Fuel costs

Fuel and utility prices will likely 
put Andover in the red this year, but 
the projected cost overrun is now 
almost half of the original estimate. 

Plant and Facilities Director Joe 
Piantedosi reduced the overall pro- 
jected energy deficit to $396,000, 
down from $775,000 in September 
| and from $579,000 in October in a 
Dec. 5 memo to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski and School 
Superintendent Claudia Bach. 


some fuel costs, and efforts by town 
| workers. 

“We are starting to see positive 
| results from our energy-conservation 
| efforts that will reduce this projected 
deficit,” Piantedosi wrote in the 
| memo. “It is difficult to predict the 
conservation savings until we see at 
least another month of bills.” 

Piantedosi heads a townwide 
energy task force. 

Back in September, Hurricane 
| Katrina was the impetus for the ini- 
tial projections predicting shortfalls. 
All of the town’s energy costs are 
related to the country’s crude oil 
supply or refining capacity, includ- 
| ing vehicle-fuel, heating-fuel, natur- 
| al gas and electricity expenses. Kat- 
| rina forced the shutdown of several 
domestic refineries, causing energy 
prices to skyrocket. 

By Sept. 23, a month after Katri- 
| na, all of the town’s energy costs had 
exceeded the double-digit percent- 
age increases planned for in fiscal 
year 2006. The new fiscal year 
began July 1. 

The last projection, in October, 
showed the town’s energy deficit 
running at $579,000 for the current 
fiscal year, said Piantedosi. 

At that time, town employees had 
begun to implement several energy- 
saving measures, including turning 
off school exterior lights after 
schools were empty, turning off 
municipal parking lot lights at 11 
p.m., reducing the number of hours a 
day municipal buildings are heated 
and asking employees to turn off 
computers if away from their desks 
for longer than two hours. 

Andover schools are using less 
electricity than expected, at a better 
price than expected, helping the 
schools to offset some of the depart- 
ment’s fuel oil expenses.

important part of our natural 
landscape.” 

“The town has done a 
deplorable job communicating 
with the public on what was 
going to transpire,” said resi- 
dent John Pasquale.

The utility company plans 
to absorb the estimated 
$300,000 cost of the tree-cut- 
ting project. 

Andover, which holds a 
“Tree City USA” designation, 
is one of 25 Massachusetts 
communities with chronic tree 
problems that cause power out- 
ages. Utility representatives 
have been evaluating trees out- 
side of the “routine mainte- 
nance zone,” the area it can 
legally prune. 

National Grid estimates that 
Andover will have 300 stumps 
along the roads once the pro- 
ject is complete. Utility work- 
ers will leave the tree stumps 
as short as possible, but will 
not extract or haul the stumps 
away. The town of Andover 
owns a stump grinder, said 
Piantedosi, but removing the 
stumps will not be a high prior- 
ity. 

The town has an annual 
budget of $2,000 to replant 
trees, down from $4,000 two 
years ago. As part of National 
Grid’s ACT program, there 
will be $250,000 available for 
tree-replanting, to be spread 
among 50 different Merrimack 
Valley towns based on number 
of trees cut. 

Paula Trespas of Chestnut 
Street asked where the town 
has been over the years and 
why the tree issue in Andover 
has suddenly risen to crisis 
level. “All of sudden we're pre- 
sented with a mass removal of 
trees,” she said.

employees responsible for tree- 
related issues, headed by Tree 
Warden Randy Pickersgill. But 
Piantedosi says the staff is 
stretched thin. During the 
department's peak season, 
between March | and Dec. | 
Pickersgill said he responds to 
more than 40 calls per week 
from residents with questions 
or concerns about town trees. 

Piantedosi and Pickersgill 
have evaluated all of the trees 
on the list and Pickersgill said 
he had already removed 25 
trees from the original list. 
Both men will give their tree- 
cutting recommendation at the 
upcoming selectmen meeting 
on the issue.

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Film class 
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Andover through Lawrence eyes —

Andover and Lawrence are about as dif- 
ferent as neighboring communities can be, 
and stereotypes only reinforce those differ- 
ences. Some Andover High School students 
say they view Lawrence as a poor, danger- 
ous city, and they admit that some Lawrence 
High school students probably see them as 
snobs. 

A new documentary film project looks to 
break down those stereotypes and help stu- 
dents at the two schools better understand 
each other. 

“Andover and Lawrence are so close,” 
Andover High senior Leslie Barber said. 
“But people here don’t know anyone from 
Lawrence, and people from Lawrence don’t 
know anyone from Andover.” 

Six Andover film students will carry a 
video camera with them for a month each, 
documenting their lives in and out of school. 
For one day they will attend Lawrence High 
and film the school through the eyes of an 
Andoverite. Lawrence students will go to 
Andover to record their perspectives. 

“It’s just something different, something 
that’s never been done before,” Andover 
senior Adam Cuomo said. “It’s always been 
in the back of everyone's head, how 
Andover and Lawrence are so close together 
but so different.” 

Andover High film teacher Rich Farrell 
and some of his colleagues developed the 
concept for the documentary last year. 

“It’s always been a fascinating idea,” Far- 
rell said. 

Students also hope the film will show 
how busy their lives are. For many, when 
school gets out at 2 p.m., the day is just 
beginning. Between sports practices and

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Son of Sox slugger faces drug charges 
Chauncy Rice charged with intent to distribute heroin

About 80 bags of heroin, hypodermic needles 
and cocaine were confiscated by police during a 
weekend drug bust involving Chauncy Rice, the 
son of retired Red Sox power-hitting leftfielder, 
Jim Rice, said police. 

Chauncy B. Rice, 27, of Bobby Jones Drive, 
Andover, was arrested and charged with posses- 
sion of heroin with intent to distribute on Saturday 
after undercover detectives found him and a 
female companion with more than $1,000 worth 
of narcotics on a quiet residential way near the 
Andover Country Club. Chauncy Rice has pleaded 
not guilty to the charges. 

When conducting routine checks of Westmin- 
ster Roadway, police said Chauncy Rice’s 1999 
Volkswagen Passat appeared suspicious because it 
was parked on the side of the dark street, occupied, 
around eight upscale homes. Driving past the vehi- 
cle, police said they spotted Rice and Heather A. 
Bennett, 29, of Boston, with drugs in the car. 

“The glove box was open and all the drugs 
were down,” said Det. Michael Lane. “All the 
drugs were laid out on the shelf and they were get- 
ting ready to shoot up right there.” 

Police said they seized a brick of heroin from 
the vehicle. One brick typically holds about 80 
separate bags of heroin containing 0.3 grams of 
the drug in each bag, said police. The amount of 


heroin is substantial for personal use, Lane said. 

“Most junkies don’t have the money to carry 
around a brick of heroin,” said Lane. “Carrying a 
brick usually indicates an intent to distribute.” 

Police said they also discovered a little more 
than a gram of cocaine, and alleged drug para- 
phernalia including one rubber tie-off band, three 
syringes, and two water bottles and two bottle caps 
with cotton balls — typical for heroin use. 

Both Chauncy Rice and Bennett were arrested 
and charged with possession of a class A sub- 
stance (heroin) with intent to distribute, possession 
of a class B (cocaine) substance and possession of 
a hypodermic needle. They were arraigned Tues- 
day in Lawrence District Court and released on 
personal recognizance by Judge Michael Brooks. 
They are scheduled to return for a pretrial confer- 
ence on Jan. 20. 


Chauncy Rice is the son of former Red Sox star ~ 


Jim Rice, who played his entire career for Boston, 
from 1974 to 1989. The first player in major 
league baseball history to amass 200 hits and 35 
homeruns in three consecutive seasons (’77-'79), 
Jim Rice has been eligible for induction into the 
Baseball Hall of Fame since 1995. Some writers 
have suggested this could be the year he receives 
the votes needed by members of the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of America to attain the 
honor.

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Frank talk from a cancer survivor 


Three years 
ago this month I 
was diagnosed 
with prostate 
cancer. The fol- 
lowing February, 
I had my prostate 
removed. All 
objective and 
subjective indi- 
cations say the 
disease won't 
kill me. Whether 
you are a male or 
female, I ask that you to read on: it 
might save you or the life of someone 
you love. 

While prostate cancer doesn’t get 
the public attention that breast cancer 
does (probably because men don’t like 
to talk about the incontinence and 
impotence that are possible side 
effects), statistics for both are similar. 

In the US, it is estimated that 
232,000 men will get prostate cancer 
this year and 211,000 women will get 
breast cancer. Over 30,000 men will 
die of prostate cancer and 40,000 
women will die of breast cancer. Of all 
cancers, only lung cancer will kill more 
men than prostate cancer. One in six 
men will get prostate cancer in their 
lifetime and one in eight women will 
get breast cancer. One in 34 men will 
die of prostate cancer and one in 36 
women will die of breast cancer. Like 
breast cancer, early diagnosis of 
prostate cancer is critical to successful 
treatment. 

From my own experience with 


prostate cancer, I believe that many 
people don’t take prostate cancer seri- 
ously. Many think that it is totally cur- 
able and that the men who get it will be 


just as good as new. Folks, that is 


baloney. Not only is prostate cancer 
potentially deadly, the common side 
effects for survivors are onerous and 
embarrassing, including incontinence, 
impotence, and the emotional price that 
goes with them. 

Sometimes these side effects are 
temporary, while sometimes they are 
not. Although there are several treat- 
ment options for prostate cancer, none 
comes with a warrantee. 


The Prostate Gland and Tests 

The prostate gland, when healthy, is 
walnut sized and located below the 
bladder near the rectum. The gland 
makes seminal fluid that allows the 
delivery of sperm. The urethra, which 
allows urine to flow from the bladder 
as well as providing the delivery chan- 
nel for seminal fluid and sperm, runs 
through the middle of the prostate, The 
prostate only exists as a necessary 
organ in the reproductive process. The 
two nerve bundles that allow the male 
to have erectile function run on the out- 
side of the gland. 

While it is commonly believed that 
there are obvious symptoms for 
prostate cancer (primarily urination 
problems) that is not true. Difficulty in 
urinating or frequent urination are 
more likely to be caused by non-can- 
cerous inflammation or BPH (benign 
prostatic hyperplasia). Prostate cancer 
usually becomes symptomatic in

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advanced stages of the disease. 

The best way to find the disease 
early is a simple blood test called a 
PSA (prostate specific antigen). Anoth- 
er common diagnostic method is a dig- 
ital rectal exam (DRE). The doctor uses 
a gloved finger to feel the top portion of 
the prostate through the intestinal wall 
just inside the rectum. It is quick and 
uncomfortable but not painful. The 
weakness of the DRE is that the doctor 
only can feel part of the prostate. Nei- 
ther a PSA reading nor a DRE will be 
conclusive but both are inexpensive 
and good methods to discover whether 
further testing is recommended. The 
further testing is a biopsy. It involves 
shooting a needle about 15 times into 
your prostate by going through the rec- 
tum wall. The beginning of the proce- 
dure is a tad painful but the rest is not. 
I watched on an ultrasound screen as 
the biopsy needle was instantaneously 
inserted and retracted several times into 
the prostate. Each insertion was barely 
sensed and caused no pain. 


Who Gets Prostate Cancer? 

What are the risk factors? Age, as 
with almost all cancers, is the biggest 
risk factor. At age 59, I was considered 
a “young” patient. Family history, diet 
and race are other factors. 


Treatment Options 

In a nutshell, the primary treatment 
options are surgery, radiation implants, 
external radiation, and hormone thera- 
Py: 

Surgery is still the most recom- 
mended treatment for young and 


healthy patients. (Young usually means 
under 65 to 70). 

The surgery should be done by a 
specialist and you should be sure he 
does a lot of radical prostatectomies 
and uses the “nerve sparing” technique 
(if you qualify for that option). Until 
the early 1980s, the nerves that allow a 
man to retain sexual function were 
thought to run through the prostate 
because they were hidden from obser- 
vation beneath blood vessels along the 
underside of the gland. All radical 
prostatectomies prior to that time left 
the patient impotent. In 1982, Dr. 
Patrick Walsh from Johns Hopkins in 
Baltimore discovered, almost by acci- 
dent to hear him tell it, that the nerves 
were outside the prostate, and he devel- 
oped the nerve-sparing technique that 
involves slowly separating the nerves 
from the outside of the prostate wall. 
The success rate for preserving some 
erectile function is now very high for 
specialized surgeons. However, even 
when the nerves are spared they are 
often partially damaged or traumatized. 
That means that there is a time period 
anywhere from days to years (usually 
less than two years) before they func- 
tion either fully or partially. For older 
men the function may never fully 
return. If you are going to have the 
surgery and want to have erectile func- 
tion preserved, be very careful who you 
pick to do it. There are still a number of 
surgeons who do not use the nerve- 
sparing technique or who do so few of 
these surgeries that there success rate is 
low. Don’t be afraid to ask questions 
and change doctors if you don’t like the 
answers.

lem with the surgical 
technique because the 
mechanisms controlling 
urinary flow - the urinary 
sphincter - is more acces- 
sible to the surgeon than 
the nerves. However, 
temporary incontinence - 
up to several months - is

nence (for example incontinence when 
exercising) is a frequent longterm 
affect. While many men choose to stay 
at home until their incontinence 
improves, some will wear adult diapers 
so that they can leave the house. I wore 
diapers to work for a few weeks. 

None of the treatments are easy or 
no-risk. But, to be blunt, they are much 
better than dying of prostate cancer. 
Typically, prostate cancer that is not 
successfully treated will metastasize 
into the bones. The prostate cancer 
cells that escape the prostate will get 
into the bloodstream and find distant 
places in the body, such as the hips and 
spine, to attack. Early detection and 
treatment is critical. Ninety percent of 
men who have been treated for local- 
ized prostate cancer will be alive in five 
years. Only 34 percent of those who 
had the cancer travel to other parts of 
the body will be alive after five years. 
Most of those will die of the disease 
before anything else kills them. 

As with other medical issues I’ve 
had, I spent a huge time and effort 
determining how to be treated. I decid- 
ed on a type of surgery that used a 
nerve sparing technique, and the cancer 
had not gone beyond the prostate. Prior 
to the surgery, my cancer was deter- 
mined to be aggressive but not highly 
aggressive. If I had not been aggressive 
about testing and treatment, I'd be 
dying of prostate cancer today. 


Bottom line 

Men, if you are over 50 (or in a high 
risk category, over 40) get tested. 
Women, do whatever it takes to make 
the male members of your family get 
tested. Prostate cancer is too common 
to ignore, and it is treatable if caught 
early. Family doctors are excellent 
sources of advice. They can get the 
tests done and suggest where you 
should go if you need treatment. For 
middle aged men, an annual trip to a 
urologist is a good idea for many rea- 
sons. If you are embarrassed about 
these things, you need to get over it. 
Your doctors have seen it all and heard 
it all over and over again. For more 
information go to your browser and 
enter one or all of the following: Can- 
cer.org, which is the American Cancer 
Society’s Web site, prostatecancerfoun- 
dation.org, or nlm.nih.gov/medline- 
plus/prostatecancer.

He watched one actor go on stage with a 
103-degree fever. 

“Td tell people, ‘I’m going to have my 
Broadway debut tonight’ and then I'd say, 
“Oh no, I'm not going to have my Broad- 
way debut,” says Buonopane. 

He finally made that debut when he 
filled in for a colleague for most of Novem- 
ber. He played the lead role of William Bar- 
fee, substituting for Dan Fogler while the 
| Tony Award-winning actor was shooting a 
| movie. 

Buonopane has some stern advice for 
would-be actors. 

“If you can picture doing something else 
with your life, do it. This is a horrible busi- 
ness. You're putting yourself on the block 
every day. You have to love it. But if you 
love it enough, I think you can make some- 
thing of it,” he says. 

And go to college, says Buonopane. At 
the University of Michigan’s musical the- 
ater program, Buonopane took singing and 
dance classes he might not otherwise have 
had. “There are a lot more actors in New 


| York now. Any upper hand you can get is

BOYS BASKETBALL 


The 2005-06 Andover High boys 
varsity basketball team is primed to 
bring some light and excitement to the 
dark and drab winter months ahead.

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that. We continue to qualify every year 
while playing a top-quality schedule. 

“We haven't gone all the way yet 
(AHS last won a state [Class C] title in 
1970). We're constantly chasing down 
the opportunity to raise a big flag to the 
wall (at the Dunn).” 

Fazio and his staff greeted about 80 
candidates at last week's Opening prac- 
tices, including 25 juniors and seniors 
and close to 60 freshmen and sopho- 
mores, 

The two key graduates were guard

between two bowls. 

3. Add the scallions and 
cayenne to one bowl and the 
sun-dried tomatoes to the other 
bowl. Stir each to combine 
evenly. 

4. Now comes the fun part! 
My cookie sheets are nonstick. 
If you don’t own nonstick sheets 
then consider them a great 
future investment or a gift for 
the holidays. If you don’t have 
nonstick, then spray your cookie 
sheets with nonstick spray or 
line them with a Silpat mat. 

5. Next, choose your weapon, 
either a two-tablespoon mini 
ice-cream scoop or two soup 
spoons. The ice scream scoop is 
best if you want consistent size 
and shape in the finished puff, 
but the spoons are better for a 
rustic, homemade look and 
some nice uneven edges that 
brown during the baking. Place 
the puff batter on the cookie 
sheets and brush with egg wash. 
Bake each sheet for about 20 to 
22 minutes, or until well 
browned. (Sometimes I use a 
one-tablespoon itty-bitty scoop, 
about the size of a melon ball, in 
which case the baking time is 
reduced to about 14 minutes.) 

6. Remove from the oven, let 
rest for a few moments, and 
place on a platter and serve. 

Of course, you'll probably 
want to taste test first!

In a class exercise modeled after Donald

Pehuenche Inc. leather shop is an outgrowth of Internet venture

Ivette Guzman recently 
expanded a profitable Internet 
venture into a retail store at 16 
Post Office Ave., selling hand- 
made high-end leather goods 
ranging from $36 to $800. 

The Andover store, Pehuenche 
Inc, opened in November and 
sells belts, coats, wallets, purses, 
scarves and ponchos. 

Shoppers searching for distinc- 
tive items like goat-leather coats 
and rabbit-hair-trimmed jackets 
need look no further. 

Guzman had originally looked 
to open the shop on Newbury 
Street, but ultimately, the Merri- 
mack Valley resident elected not 
to travel into Boston. “Andover is 
very unique, very diverse,” she 
says. “This is the place to be right 
now and it’s beautiful. Why not 
Andover?” 

She spent nearly 20 years 
working in The Gillette Compa- 
ny’s mail room at Elm Square in 
Andover, but says her dream was 
to work for herself. Of Gillette, 
she says, “They did a lot for me, 
but I just wanted to work for 
myself.” 

She loves to dress up and fol- 
low the fashion trends and in 
early 2004, she realized her 
dream by partnering with family 
friend Facundo Bergallo to sell 
his family’s handmade leather 
goods to buyers via the Internet. 
As general manager, Bergallo 
handles the shipping and import- 
ing part of the business. 

The Internet business quickly 
became profitable, helped in large 
part by family and friends who 
helped to spread the word by 
word-of-mouth and by passing 
out flyers in New York and 
Boston. Guzman opened the retail 
store last month, more than a year 
after launching the online store. 

Guzman describes the leather 
products as “very original” and 
“not following anyone.” Also, she 
says, “People like when it’s hand- 
made. They appreciate it more.” 

Most items fall in the $300 to 
$600 price range. 

A $675 goat-haired coat is on 
the pricier side, but Guzman says 
it is worth every penny. “It can be 
zero degrees outside and you 
won't need to wear a sweater 
(under the coat),” she says. 

Her store also has a small 
selection of wool sweaters, and 
cashmere sweaters will arrive 
soon.
